E very old city has its legen d s Its 
stories, its [» ‘CTiitur custom s an d its 
characteristic quarters. 
Of all the cit­ 
ies iu the n ew world , Mex ico has clus­ 
tered within it more of legen d , history, 
trad ition an d quain t custom s an d peo­ 
ple thn i an y other. 
Almost every 
street has its story, an d these stories 
cover all the gam ut of the picturesque, 
the horrible, the sen tim en tal an d the 
pathetic. 
In its early history the City of Mex ­ 
ico w as d ivid ed in to w ard s, or qua r­ 
ters, each on e of which w as tin - special 
home of some 
trad e or profession . 
T here was the street or quarter of the 
shoem akers, the streets of the silver­ 
sm iths, of the bakers, of the sad d le 
m akers, of the butchers, of the w atch­ 
m akers, of the silk merchan ts, of the 
win e sellers an d so on . 
T here w as 
even the street of the coffin makers. 
M an y of these old n am es still ex ist, 
though the caste-like ch aracter of the 
streets has som ew hat chan ged . On e of 
the most fashion able streets of the city 
is Plateros, the street of the silver­ 
smiths. 
Even tod ay there are more 
jew elry shops on this street than an y 
M her kin d of busin ess, an d here still 
are to be foun d the most fashion able 
jew elry an d a rt curio stores of the city. 
T he street of the coffin m akers still 
ex ists an d is n ow very appropriately 
kn ow n as the Street of Death. 
It is a 
n arrow lan e, run n in g the len gth of 
on ly on e block. 
Cin co d e Mayo (5th of May) street 
w as n am ed iu com m em oration of the 
d ecisive ad van tag e gain ed by Mex ican 
troops over the Fren ch, which took 
place upon th a t d ate. This n am in g of 
streets, parks an d public places after 
d ates is common in Span ish,coun tries. 
On e en d of Cin co d e Mayo street en ­ 
ters the Zocalo, the prin cipal square of 
the city. 
The Zocalo has seen m an y 
historic happen in gs. 
T here in old en 
times w as the great temple of the Az­ 
tecs, which was, w ith its aeoon qmn yln g 
base or pyram id , larger than St. P e­ 
te r’s at Home, the largest church build ­ 
in g in the world . There, too, w as the 
palace of M on tezuma, in fact, tw o pal­ 
aces, both n oted , on e the old , In which 
w ere quartered Cortez an d his officers, 
a build in g whose vast size ex cited the 
ad m iration of even the Span iard s th em ­ 
selves, used as they w ere to the vast 
structures of the Moors of their d ay. 
which still ex isted in Spain in all their 
splen d or. 
On the Zocalo, too, is the C athed ral 
of Mex ico, the third largest church 
build in g in the world , which occupied 
100 years in build in g. On this public 
square the common people believed for 
u lon g time th a t the ghost of tin * un for­ 
tun a te 
Aztec 
emperor, 
Mon tezuma, 
w an d ered at n ight lam en tin g the loss of 
em pire an d the d estruction of his peo­ 
ple. Even tod ay the hum bler folk be­ 
lieve th a t a tun n el con n ects the cathe­ 
d ral with the castle of Chapultepee, the 
presid en tial resid en ce, three an d a half 
miles aw ay, at the en d of the Paseo d e 
la Reforma, on e of the fin est an d n o­ 
blest public d rives in th e world . 
On e of the historic streets of Mex ico 
la M aríscala. This faces the n orth sid o 
of the Alamed a, the largest an d most 
fashion able park of the city. 
It w as 
alon g this street th a t the arm y of Cor­ 
tez, the great con queror of Mex ico, 
passed on the “d ism al n ig h t” w hen he 
w as d riven from the city by the Aztecs. 
On tills street, too, occurred some of 
the most d esperate fightin g on that ter­ 
rible n ight. There the Span iard s were 
able to d o n othin g ag ain st the tiger-like 
ferocity an d fan aticism of the Aztecs. 
On the opposite sid e of the Alamed a 
is Aven id a Juarez, n am ed after the 
g reat Mex ican reformer, w ho bad frvtd 
the coun try from the grin d in g rule of 
the church. This is a wid e, well paved 
street an d on accoun t of its w id th an d 
Its cen tral location Is the scen e of all 
the public procession s, especially those 
of a civic character. This street is a 
con tin uation of th« * g rea t public d rive, 
the 1 'aseo d e la Reform a. 
M an y of the streets have very curious 
n ames. 
For Listan ce, then * are the 
S treet of the Lost Child , the Street^ of 
Peace, the Street of the Arts, th a t of 
the Wood Owls, the Deer, Sorrow, the 
Sad In d ian , the Iioly Ghost, of Christ, 
of Jesus, of the San ctified Virgin , of the 
Purified Virgin , of D eath un d the Lan e 
of the Rat. 
All of these have stories 
con n ected w ith them . 
Man y of the 
streets have n am es th a t eoun d Impious 
to n orthern ears. R ut there is n o more 
th ough t of impiety in n am in g them 
than there is in callin g a boy Jesus. The 
Street of the Holy G host mus origin al­ 
ly the S treet of tin * C hurch of th** Holy 
Ghost. 
So on with the other streets 
bearin g sacred n ames. T his curious, in ­ 
con gruous use of sue red n am es is to be 
frequen tly n oted in Mex ico. 
T h e str« *ct.s of Mex ico com m em orate 
the n am es of m an y fam ous rul**rs. They 
also record 
the n am es of d esperate 
characters. There is the Street of Don 
J ua n Man uel, who comm itted m urd er 
in d efen se of his own hon or, which lie 
believed his w ife had trifle« ! with. Re­ 
port says th at th« * house w here he l!v<d 
w as haun ted an d for very m an y years 
it 
rem ain ed 
em pty 
hecaus« * 
n o on e 
d ar« d to live in It. 
T here is also the Street of the Raven , 
w here it is s:d « l there liv« d an old mao 
w ho had sold his s-mi to the d evil. H ere 
he lived with a r ven which the com­ 
mon people b d ie v'd
